The undeniable facts, Vaat with the 
gia farmer and planter, labor is onal 
every year, and we might almost say with 
every moon, scarcer and scarcer, and more 
and gnore unreliable. Women and children, 
among the negro population, that once made 
such an appreciable portion of the available 
labor of the South, ure almost entirely with- 
drawn from our fields.)
